Lord Kitchener to Pretoria and his 
narrow escape from capture en route 
have given striking emphasis to tht 
forebodings of many students 
and 


strategists of war who have been here- 
tofore denounced as tiresome pessi- 
mists. 


Now that these veterans havs shown 


substantial grounds for their conten- 
tions, a feeling of gloom and 
anger 


pervades London. If a country has 
been conquered, how is it that the 
commanding general of the conquer- 
ing army comes within a scratch of 
being the star prisoner of the war? 
There is a general feeling of indigna- 
tion -at General Kitchener's 
failure. 


.Kitchener barely escaped capture while 
Dewet escaped a carefully laid trap 
with amazing ease. 


Kitchener went to the south to take 


personal charge of a week's campaign 
that was to end the war, and returns 
to Pretoria leaving the Boers in the 
open and stronger than ever. 


This is the situation and the pros- 


pect of a long and bloody war in South 
Africa is gradually unfolding as a 
reality before the British government.

McKinley indicated to Senator Platt 
of New York and Senator Cullnm of 
Illinois today that it is his present in- 
tention to call congress in extra ses- 
son not later than April 25. 
He told 


Senator Platt who Had expressed a 
desire to make a short trip abroad 
for rest and pleasure, that he would 
better arrange his affairs so as to be 
ready to return to Washington on 
April 25. 


Situation Is Critical. 


In conservation with others mem- 


bers of congress Mr. McKinley made 
it clear that the Cuban situation had 
become so critical that congress must 
act upon it before the Cubans have a 
chance to ratify their constitution, 
elect their president and congress and 
otherwise perfect their form of gov- 
ernment. 


The president made no secret of the 


fact that he had just come into pos- 
session of information s?ent him by 
General Wood through a secret ser- 
vice agent, showing that the Cuban 
leaders are prepared to adopt drastic 
measures to force the United States 
to abandon the island at the arb'est op. 
portunity. 


They have have practicaly agreed 


according to the president's informa- 
tion that the time to take these steps 


is immediaely after the adoption of 


the constitution. 


Armed Uprisings Feared. 


Just how the Cubans will begin, is 


a matter of detail yet to be arranged. 
But the presumption is that they will 
organize uprisings in various parts 
of the islands under the leadership of 
men who were prominent in the recent 
rebellion against Spain, and endeavor 
in this way to arouse the people to 
take up arms to expel.the troops now 
in Cuba and force them to return to 
the United States.

sroperty; that they have^ armed Kaf- 
firs and natives and used them against

alled Christian enemy had no con- 
ideration for women on a sick bed, or

flintlocks. The percussion cap had thei 
been invented and put to tost, but Gen 
oral Scott considered it dangerous to 
campaigning far iuto the enemy's couu 
try with a weapon new to the troops. 


Tho flintlocks iu this country 3CO 


years ago wore chiefly of French make 
having been supplied by the ally of the 
patriots during the Revolution. Belli;, 
<m hand and available and the couutrj 
•far from wealthy, these muskets were 
.retained,'.with some slight Improve 
nie'nts until''-worn out by age. 
In the. 


'Indian fights early in the century tho 
ordinary hunting rifle of the settlers 
played-a conspicuous part, as it had on 
certain trying occasions iu the Revolu- 
tion. The first .American slmrpshoot- 
ing'ih i)itched battles was that of tht 
rifle corps armed' with' hunting rifles. 
General Daniel Morgan, the Virginian, 
won .liis fame as the leader of picked 
riOenren and'by 'h'is'ability and courage 
turned the tide in many battles. 


Morgan joined the Continental army, 


under Washington, at Boston, with a 
company of Virginia riflemen aud aft- 
erward followed Arnold to Quebec with 
three companies. 
In that battle his 


sharpshooters gave a good account of 
their skill, aud Morgan finally led them 
in a desperate charge against the Brit- 
ish guns. At Bemis Heights Morgan's, 
corps proved invincible, and the heav- 
iest losses of the British that day were 
in front of the squirrel rillcs of Mor- 
gan's men. Many a gallant British of- 
ficer went down before the unerring 
aim of a Yankee hunter. 


The hunting rifle as a weapon of war 


even outlasted the Indian troubles aud 
t>ie war of 1812. At the outbreak of 
the civil war the volunteers of the bor- 
d.er states marched 
iuto camp with 


their rifles and carried them until they 
could exchange them on the battlefield 
for the heavier army weapon. 
Even 


in the north, when the populace turned 
out to repel the raiders from over the 
border, the hunting rifles were in evi- 
dence.; 
. . 


The percussion cap was invented in 


1818, but not until the middle of the 
century 'did this improvement extent! 
to all the armies of the civilized world. 
The United States had engaged to some 
extent in the manufacture of muskets 
and rifles for its troops from 1705 on- 
ward, but not until the invention of the 
Springfield-'-'rifle'lii 1855 "was there a 
distinctive American weapon for the 
army. 
The' Springfield 
quickly dis- 


placed the old musket, whether flint- 
lock or percussion. 
Previous to the 


Springfield tlie American manufactures 
were made after French models. Old 
flintlocks were changed into percussion 
and!*the ^barrels rebored and grooved. 
Seine Belgiau rifles were imported, aud 
at the outbreak of the civil war in 1S01 
there were arms of various caliber and 
style in use by regiments serving to- 
gether. The Confederates iu 1801, be- 
ing without arms or arsenals, imported 
weapons, receiving the Enfield 
rifle 


cliiefly, aud this was far superior to 
the altered muskets of tlicir enemy 
and, some thought, to the Springfield. 


In 
1SG1 there were only enough 


Springfields on hand to anu-the United 
States regular regiments at first, and 
even when the armory at Springfield 
was pushed to its highest capacity the 
output was not sufficient to supply the 
needs of the new army. 
Shiloh and 


Stone River, two of the bloodiest bat- 
tles iu the west the first 12 months of 
the war, were fought on the northern 
side by troops armed mainly with old 
flintlock muskets altered iuto percus- 
sion rifles. At Vicksburg the army se- 
cured with its captures, some 00.000 
stand of arms, mostly Entields in good 
condition, and these were distributed 
-to the soldiers who hud carried the old 
*tyle weapons. With these guns they 
had been at quite the same disadvan- 
tage against the Confederate Entields 
as the American militia in Cuba with 
tUeir smoking Springfields against the 
smokeless powder Mauser of the Span- 
lards. Up to the time of the civil war 
efforts were made the world over to 
Improve upon the muzzle loader then 
in universal use. But after that con- 
flict it was plain that the breechloader 
was to ba tlie gun of the future for the 
fighting man. For more than 50 years 
experiments had been going on with 
breechloaders. Several had been test- 
ed before the war by the United States 
government, aud several cavalry regi- 
meuts in 1SG-1-5 carried the Spencer 
magazine carbine, loading at tbe'-bretcb 
and good for seven shots without re- 
charging. 
Sharp's rifle had also made 


history on the border, and, there being 
many kinds of repeating rifles for 
sporting purposes, the fighting man de- 
manded something better for human 
game than the clumsy breechloader. 
The demand brought out in succession 
the deadly Winchester, the Remington 
and finally the breechloading Spring- 
field. This last weapon would have de- 
lighted the soldier of the civil war, and 
Borne of the crack shooters of the reg- 


ular army have extolled it at the ex- 
pense of the Krag-Jorgenseu, which 
has finally driven it from the army. 


It turns out that the breechloader 


aud long range Run is not really supe- 
rior as a man slaughterer to the old 
style of weapou, as might be supposed 
from the ardor of its inventors and the 
soldiers using it. It is really only a 
question of being tipuu equal terms 
with the enemy at-close quarters. The 
breechloader was first pr.t to supreme 
test in hard fought butties at Mars-Ia- 
Tour aud Woertu in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870. 
Great-tilings were 


predicted by the Germans of their 
brecchloadii:;; needle gtius, but when 
it came to battle with the French they 
found their match iu the chassepot 
aud the mitrailleuse, or machine gun. 
Tho losses In the Fni.nco-I'nissiau- war 
at Mars-lu-Tour were l(i per cunt 'and 
at "\Yoerth 1.4 per cent, which are 
figures much below those of groat lint- 
ties early in the century, when the 
troops carried flintlocks: also of the 
civil war, with its muzzle loading rille. 
At Waterloo the loss was only .1-1 per 
cent, but at 
Kiluu' (1S07), Marengo 


(1SCO) and I.eipsic (ISliJ) it was much 
heavier. Cetlysburg, Shilcli. Antietnui 
aud Stone River were fought with per- 
cussion rifles, and, while the percent- 
age of losses fell below that of Napo- 
leon's big bank', it was'slill greater in 
each case than at Mars-ln-Tout: and 
Woerlh.

It was no accident.that the losses in 


certain battles varied; showing au ap- 
parent superiority 'for the old. style 
gun. 
It is a fact known.'to -military 


men that tho improvement In arms re- 
sults iu a "decreased casualty list. The 
troops light at longer..range.-and the 
danger is recognized as" being greater, 
so that .soldiers individually and their 
leaders ns well are ou the lookout for 
cover when the armies 'are in contact. 


In South Africa the buttles were not 


of a kind to test the. effectiveness of 
long range weapons as decisive ele- 
ments in fighting. The -Boer marks- 
men did well with their Mausers and 
Maniilichers and made it hot for Brit- 
ish officers as well ns for certain de- 
tachments caught under heavy fire. 
But the real test is when-one .-weapon 
outshoots another on an extensive 
scale. 
The Germans came out of ths 


war of 1S70 boasting that their needle 
gun had carried the day. 
Perhaps it 


had. 


Long ratige guns- will keep the con- 


tending armies well apart except when 
charging, and the quick loading, .accu- 
rate rille will make it deadly, for the 
assailants when they come to close 
quarters. 
But for all it takes human! 


pluck to decide battles. Wlieu it was 
demonstrated that the quick tiring 
breechloader enabled men to cut dowu 
the enemy in great numbers so long as 
he was desperate enough to. expose 
himself, the next step wits for more 
shots iu nick of time. 
It was often 


shown in contests with the Indians 
that the lives of a Kind of .soldiers 
hung upon their rapid shooting Win- 
chesters. 
A machine'that would pour 


a steady rain of bullets in a crisis was 
the next best thing to the magazine 
rifle. Experiments in the mnchiue gun 
extended over many years aud finally 
resulted iu the American Catling,' the 
Maxim and the Nordeufeldt. Catlings 
were used against Indians before the 
Spanish war, aud at Omdurman, in 
central Afr.-icit, the English slaughtered 
the dervishes by the thousands with 
machine guns because the fanatical 
hordes stood game to the last. Rarely 
will foes endure fire as did the der- 
vishes, but it stiffens the soldier's 
nerves to know that if in a tight place 
and in danger of being overwhelmed 
he has at hand means to hurl death 
into the foe with the swiftness of light- 
ning and the force of thunder. 
Ma- 


chine guns constitute little arsenals 
wherever they stand in battle. 


At Santiago Captain Parker of the 


American army made a new use of 
rapid, tiring guns ou land. They had 
been used cliiefly iu the reserve line 
for defensible purposes.

Is one of the best known men ill Alas- 
ka. He Is a home missionary there and 
has been for many years. Lie was for- 
merly moderator of the Presbyterian 
general assembly of the United Slates. 
I-Iis attention was first attracted to the 
usefulness of the reindeer as a burden 
bearer and as food while on a visit to 
Siberia in 1SOO, and since then he lias 
been active and successful In getting 
the government to extend his work. 
The number of reindeer now in Alaska 
is estimated at several thousand. 


Lieutenant E. P. Bertholf of the 


United States revenue cutter service,

THE WAR CUX OF 1900. 


a zealous advocate of the machine gun, 
carried bis battery to the front, out be- 
youd the firing liuc, and opened upon 
the trenches of the Spaniards at Fort 
San Juan. It was the first and ouly 
use to that date of the machine gun in 
aid of a charging line, tlie offensive 
tactics. 
With a handful of men Par- 


ker in a few minutes poured iuto the 
enemy as many bullets as 2,000 sol- 
diers could have fired out of their 
Krag-Jorgeusens in the same length of 
time. 


The Krag-Jorgeusen which the Amer- 


ican soldier of 1000 carries multiplies 
the bullets over the old breechloader 
five times, and the Catling multiplies 
soldiers aud bullets until the expression 
"storm of missiles" is DO longer a mere 
figure of speech. In truth, when a reg- 
iment of Americans get to work with 
their Kt-ags "leaden rain" is a fact 
where before it had been a. poet fancy 
merely. So stauds the war gun of 1900 
against tbe flintlock of Bunker Hill.
